I T IS lawn making time again- 
time to put in new lawns or 
1 renovate old ones. For old 
lawns use a top dressing of weed¬ 
less cottonseed-fed steer manure 
after first raking out devil gra.s3 
•and sowing clover seed over the 
old lawn. 

i Do not water lawns now in the 
late afternoon or evening. They 
should be rather dry during the 
night to prevent souring and 

fungpis growths. 

Gladioli bulbs should be dug 
: now and dried out and later 
stored away in paper bags con¬ 
taining one ounce of Naphalene 
flakes to every 100 bulbs. 

Dust rose bushes with sulphur 
now to prevent mildew, which Is 
caused by the cool foggy nights. 
If roses are well irrigated and 
fertilized now they will bloom a 
lot between now and January 
when they should be severely 
' pruned. ^ ^

winter flowers, plants of pansies, 
violas, stocks, rustproof snap¬ 
dragons, calendulas, petuniAS, vio¬ 
lets, geraniums, cinerarias, and 
begonias, also sweet pea seed and 
ranuncula bulbs.

I T OFTEN seems that the more than lofty Idealism and burning 
vital and basic a question is, maintain a newspaper. The 

chief sources of 


the more it tends to become 
formulated, codified, sloganized — 
and, essentially, forgotten. 

Brought up on the doctrine of 
the freedom of the press we are 
apt to loes sight of the principle 
in the soporific repetition of 
words. We have been told that it 
is so; we have repeated It. We 
know that It is so; no one contra¬ 
dicts except now and then a per¬ 
verse oT disgruntled soreJiead. We 
let it go at that. 

We forget that an obligation is 
never on one side only. The uni¬ 
versal law Is service for service, 
payment for payment, or alter¬ 
nately. We look upon the pres.s as 
a sort of natural protector, which 
It is; but we sometimes lose 
sight of the fact that it is a liv¬ 
ing changing thing, subject to 
and molded by the same laws of 
life under which we live as Indi¬ 
viduals. We forget that there are 
obligations on the side of the pub¬ 
lic which must be performed if 
the press is to be enabled to 
maintain its high traditional 
standards. 

Our duty to the press is a per¬ 
sonal matter; the behavior of the 
press as a whole is not. It is 
not. It is rather an economic law. 
More than that, it is a fundamen 


revenue being 
subscriptions and advertising if 
the one falls short the other must 
dominate if the publication is to 
live. It is well for the ones who 
complain that advertisers, that 
external subversive Influences or 
whatever, dictate the policy of a 
great portion of the press to keen 
that in mind. 

Again, it is not a personal mat 
ter. A thousand Independent edi¬ 
tors and publishers may go down 
defeated while a venal editor sur¬ 
vives. This is an iron law, a law 
long formulated, called ’Survival 
of the Fittest.’ And ’Fittest’ as 
here used has no ethical or moral 
connotations. It means simply the 
one best constituted and equipped 
to cope with environmental con¬ 
ditions. 

It is a public problem; and it 
is up to Uie public, mainly, to de 
cide. In the absence of censorship 
from above -a contingency which 
in all probability will never find 
favor with Americana in general 
—the people can, and do, and will 
govern the public press. They 
govern it by their Intcrestedne.as 
to their own benefit; they govern 
it by their apathy to the benefit 
of others.

Among prominent speakers 
were Governor Frank Merriam, 
who discussed relief work being 
carried on throughout the State.

Professor Thomas A. Bailey, of 
Stanford University, addressed 
the convention on the subject of 
the United States In relation to 
the present world crisis Involv¬ 
ing Italy, Ethiopia and Great 
Britian.
